"S"-Lines going for $3000-4000 
bucks and more, plus the airfreight and packing charges!

They 
said they

I had a similar problem years ago with a local broadcast station. Assuming 
that most of the signal comes through the antenna and just couples through 
the front end and the mixer, my first try would be an elliptic (Cauer) high 
pass filter with one of the zeros of transmission placed at 1650KHz placed 
in the antenna line going to the receiver. There are tables of normalized 
values for designing elliptic filters in numerous publications and I always 
used to do it manually but I would not be surprised if there is even a 
software package available for it now. The nice thing about elliptics is 
the very steep transition band for the number of sections. So you can 
design one, place one of the zeros at 1650 and not even notice that it is 


in line even on 160 meters. If you need further help let me know. 73s -

The NC-100 receiver presents so many unusual features 
that it is not practical to make a complete description in the catalog, 
and consequently we are preparing a special booklet describing the 
receiver in detail. We plan to make first deliveries of the new receiver 
during December, and expect the price to be under $100.00.

Hi gang, 


I couldn't resist to say something about this as I work all day with 
computers and, of course, use them for some BA works... I really thought I 
was the exception, as I have all my gear and tubes organized in computer 
files: 


I maintain a list of all the gear, with description, buying price and 
estimated selling price... This is not new, so I won't say more about that. 


I keep also a complete tube spreadsheet, where I put the type, equivalents, 
manufacturer, socket, condition (NIB, NOS, USD), test data, test results 
(if checked), AES (or similar) price, origin (where I got the tube), 
location (to find the fastly :-) ) and equipment where the tube is used. 
This file is a very useful one for me, as I know exactly what I have, where 
it is and its condition. Of course, starting this was a bit of work (I 
began with a 400 tube lot I bought from a state), but now it takes only 
some minutes every week (or when I get some tubes) and it really SAVES lots 
of time when I need to locate one or simple know if I have a tube in my 
stock!. I recommend you start a similar file. 


Another interesting file I'm working on is the TV-7x/U settings spreadsheet 
file. This is also a fast way to get the settings; faster than digging thru 
all the documents I have. This is NOT a complete file, as I'm working on 
it. Once I have all the data I have in this file, I'll put it in my WEB 
file, and will update it as soon as I get new data. So you know that I'm 
open to receive any data, specially for tubes not listed in the supplements. 


Other BA items I have on the PC are a complete account spreadsheet (so I 
know how much I have invested and where the money went so fast :-)!), a 
complete book list and some other minor items. 


Current computers have no tubes (except for the TRC), but are very useful 
to keep our BAs runing and organized!.

REVIEW: QST VIEW - QST on CD-ROM, American Radio Relay League 


For many years the American Radio Relay League, aka the ARRL, has shown 
little interest in my favorite equipment - tube-based radio communication 
gear. A few years ago a couple of articles were published in QST about 
the resurgence in interest in this subset of the hobby. It must have 
resulted in much favorable comment from readers and members because the 
League has apparently taken notice of we who love the vintage stuff and 
our interests. 


Recently the ARRL began to release some of their documentary material 
including QST on CD-ROM. For those of you who are not familiar with this, 
Compact Discs hold 650 Megabytes of information or 74 minutes of audio. 

Most records are now released on CD. They are digital of course and are read 
by an optical reader connected to your sound system for audio and play just 
like a vinyl record except there's no wear and tear on the disc. Just about 
all computers sold these days have a CD drive to read data stored on CDs and 
almost all software comes on this media. The ROM means Read-Only Memory but 
this is somewhat of a misnomer because in reality its Read-Only Storage. So 
essentially the CD is a storage device that holds a LOT of stuff - the 
average page of text requires 2 Kilobytes of storage space so do the math 

and figure out how many pages can be stored on a 650 Megabyte CD. The 
current Handbook is available on CD as well as the Callbook which is no longer 
available in paper form. There is also a trip planning program that will 
also include and highlight the VHF/UHF repeaters along the route. 


Back to the League and its QST CD project. Recently they began to offer 
the back issues of QST on CD working backwards from the 1990s. We are the 
main beneficiaries of their quest to eventually have all issues of QST 
available on CD-ROM. It's a fine way for the League to recognize the 
incredible interest in the older equipment we all love so much. I am very 
pleased to see that QST is now available from 1940 to 1996 in the following 
libraries: 


1940 - 1949 
1950 - 1959 
1960 - 1964 
1965 - 1969 


The rest of the collection is sold in five year increments to 1994 inclusive. 
1995 and 1996 are available by the year as part of a compilation of the three 
ARRL periodicals; the other two being QEX for experimenters and NCJ for 
contesters. Price is $39.95 for each library. The annual periodical 1995 
and 1996 compilations are $19.95 each. (plus $4.00 shipping). The ARRL's 
toll-free order line and Web site are listed further down the page. 


I took a good look at the 1950-59, 1960-64 and 1965-69 libraries and here's 
what I found. 


Virtually every page containing articles, columns, ads and covers have 

been included in the collection, even the classified "Ham Ads". Each library 
comes with a program called QST View that manages the indexing and data. 

When installed QST View builds its own index database. Should you add an 
additional library set later you will be given the option of reinstalling 


everything or just updating the index database. This installation can take 
anywhere from five minutes on a Pentium 90 to 30 minutes on a 386. Your 
computer must be running Windows (3.x or 95) to be able to use QST View. 


Once installed and the index constructed you can search for information 

by article, column, author's name/call, year or month or just browse 

issue by issue. The search query form will support the use of some DOS 
"wildcards such as x, <, >, etc. QST View has two windows - the Index and 
the Document Viewing Window. Once you have located an article you can close 
the Index window and the Document Viewing window takes the whole screen. 

You can also fit the image to the viewing window, pan and scroll the 
article, even print it out if you wish. 


As far as content is concerned I found that the libraries I examined are 
full of information on tube-based equipment and I imagine that the libraries 
into the mid-1970s will be as well. I hope to take a close look at the 1970 
to 1974 library shortly to see if this collection fits into our area of 
interest as well as the earlier libraries as they are made available. In 
short I found QST View and its' associated libraries a very useful reference 
source especially the earlier issues. The rich history and lore of Amateur 
Radio was well chronicled in the pages of QST which is the official journal 
of the ARRL as well as a technical publication and makes for very interesting 
reading. I am especially looking forward to seeing the libraries from the 
1920s, 1930s and 1940 and hope that the ARRL will see a good enough response 
to the earlier libraries it now has available to encourage them sufficiently 
to produce the earlier QSTs on CD as soon as possible.

I rebuild old pipe organs with many relays in the electronic logic; and 
relay chatter usually occurs if power supplies are meanly rated. Then 
the problem occurs when mains may be a few % below normal. I don't think 
the well-known organ builders took such a risk, as they worked in days 
when mains electricity was notoriously dodgy. So they built generous 
power supplies.

Hi Gang: 
Normally I wouldn't post the list in a response to query like WB1ABL's 


(Rich), but on the chance that some might not have learned a few 
foibles/features of the DowKeu relay, here goes. 


First, I've picked up crummy looking 120 Volt DowKey relays for peanuts 
because they were "not working." I'm looking for relay parts, but before I 
take off the parts, I always check the reed contacts. 


You do this by popping off the little (probably rusted) cap off the end of 
the relay case. Now you can inspect the contacts. This little hole also 
offers access so you can burnish the contacts. What's more, you can loosen 
the coax connector hold-down nuts and readjust both contacts by turning the 
coax connectors in or out after you've cleaned them up. Be sure to tighten 
that nut after the adjustment. Remember, burnishing xwill*x change the contact 
Spacing. 


Next, I take off the selinoid and inspect the plunger that forces the reeds 
to make or break contact. If it's not totally free, I use a little graphite 
on it to make certain it's free. You can (but be very careful) check the 
action of the plunger with the selinoid off the case by applying 120 V (or 
whatever yours is rated for). Once re-installed, you can also peer into the 
open access hole and verify that the contacts are making and breaking with 
voltage applied. 


Now these checks aren't necessarily for chattering DowKey relays, but more 
for those that don't make consistent changeover contacts. 


I'd immediately suspect the 120 V line connection at the transmitter. But on 
either end, there could be a bad or cold solder connection..... all the way 
back to a switch. BAs are noted for solder breaking down over time. A stuck 
or sticking plunger probably won't chatter, but will hang up or only work 
occasionally. The chattering is due in some way to the power it's getting. 
But don't discount that the coil may also be on it's way out. Not likely, but 
a possibility. 


It's a good idea to periodically do a little preventive maintenance on your 
DowKey relays. Sooner or later, they all have problems, and you can avoid 
that, starting with popping off the little cap on the double-coax end of the 
case.

Hi Gang, 

I'm troubleshooting a Ranger for a friend and have discovered 
that the actual wiring of the rig doesn't match up with the schematic. 
A key might be the wiring of the low-voltage power supply. There is a 
center-tapped power resistor having 15,000 ohms per section as a bleeder 
and voltage divider across the output of the low-voltage power supply. 
Does this narrow it down to a particular version of the Ranger? If anyone 
can help with a schematic that has this particular configuration I'd like 
to hear from you. 

Also, the 20,000 ohm power resistor (with adjustable tap) used as 
the bleeder on the HV supply is open. The idling current of the 6146 is around 
200mA when unkeyed since the clamp tube circuit is not doing its' job. I'd 
like to find a drop-in replacement for this part. Anyone have this part 


available?

Reminds me we obtained powdered graphite in accurately controllable 
quantities by rubbing a soft (BB etc) lead pencil on ordinary paper. 
To lubricate a solenoid plunger, just "write" direct onto the 
gap-to-be-lubricated. 


Same idea lubricates and quietens noisy carbon-track pots. Even made new 
tracks, by drawing a thick black line the right size and shape. And 
preset pots, using paper clips as connectors. 


For commutators and slip-rings we used a wax candle - yes, whilst the 
thing was running. Molten wax carried the dirt away in drops. FIRE 
HAZARD! But better, we thought, than interrupting the transmission (or 
Saturday-night movie). 


Same teacher (ex Navy signaller) taught us to recharge ordinary dry 
batteries by connecting them across the car battery, letting go just 
before the explosion. It is of course VERY dangerous but our tutor 
always says "I never actually LOST anyone..." (When he told us how to 
make Heavy Water he didn't expect us to spend the weekend setting up a 
plant of 300 jam jars and the DC mains. Naturally he then wished to know 
to whom we hoped to sell the product.) 


I'd be interested to know (actual chemical equations preferred, or where 


can I find them) how much even sillier it would be to try that dry-cell 
charging technique with present-day "unrechargeable" cells.

Can't give you specific answers, but a few generally useful guidelines 
and WARNINGS: 


If it's about the SIZE of a 100 watt lamp, it will get about as hot as a 
100 watt lamp if running 100 watts continuously. 


In most testing situations, the power to be dissipated is only on ina 
few short bursts for a minute or two, then off for many minutes. You can 
allow ten times the power rating safely in such cases (eg allow bursts 
of 1000 watts into a resistance the size of a 100 watt lamp) SO LONG AS 
YOU DON'T FORGET WHAT YOU ARE DOING! Esp. if ‘phone rings etc. 


If the entire length of the resistor is rated OK for 100 watts, then 
watch out for the maximum CURRENT. eg if it's 5 ohms 100 watts, max 
current is about 4.5 amps and this applies EVEN IF YOU ARE USING SAY 10% 
OF FULL RESISTANCE. Forget this and the winding will get white hot and 
melt whilst you are still scratching. 


Often you can construct a safe dummy load from a suitable bulb. Remember 
a cold bulb has about 1/8 the resistance of the same bulb at normal 
working temperature. So for 100 watt 2.5 ohm, say I = {(100/2.5) = 
approx 6.5 amperes and V = 16 V WHEN HOT. 


However, if using bulbs, and bearing in mind there's no point working 
any of these guesstimates to better than 2 decimal places: Look for a 
bulb around ©.5 ohm when cold, and rated to dissipate 100 watts. Nearest 
will be an auto headlamp bulb. Advantage: You probably have "dip" and 
"full" filaments rated 48 and 60 watts at 12 V (hot). So you already 
have 2 different but appropriate resistances; they are around 3 and 2.4 
ohms when hot; very suitable for experiments when cold. 


You can switch them in series, parallel, or singly with any arrangement 


of switches, plugs, sockets, and crocs (I find crocs most versatile for 
this sort if thing until the design has stabilised itself). 


There you are - approx 1, 2, 3 and 5 ohms and safe for short bursts of 
100 watts, at little cost. May be mounted in a (previously enjoyed) bean 
tin, and/or a cup of cold water. In a known mass of water, doubles as a 
wattmeter! 


OR vandalise the Christmas tree lights, which (even nowadays) are likely 
to comprise 10, 20 or more 12 V 3 W filament bulbs wired in series. Add 
a selector switch or two. 


Designs along these lines have been published but I think editors 
hesitate nowadays because such things CAN BE DANGEROUS. We happily 
assume that BA readers know the risks and how to handle them; but 
publishers have much greater responsibilities in such matters than they 
did when I had the good fortune to be taught science (and wireless) by a 
highly inventive tube designer who had spent a few years on active duty 
in the Fleet Air Arm. The only person I know who survived being run over 
by a minesweeper; but this is not the right Group.

Try veterinary suppliers. For some reason vets buy their sutures in 
continuous rolls and thread their own needles rather than the medicos 
who use prepacked kits. 


While on this subject, there are quite a lot of medical instruments that 
are very useful for electronics and BA work. I find that artery forceps 
(hemostats in the USA) are indispensable. They come in an enormous 
variety of sizes and shapes and are not very expensive as long as you 
don't go for the gold plated ones. There are also various forms of 


probes, mirrors and grabbers. For lubricating and cleaning there are 
cytology samplers like tiny bottlebrushes on long plastic stalks. 
Plastic specimen containers are cheap and plentiful and ideal for 
storage of small parts. Special torches and illuminators are good for 
inspecting crevices in the bowels of a boatanchor.

In Hollow state newsletter #17, there is a suggestion to use a 6V4 as a 
substitue for the 26Z5. (I am presently working on one of those imfamous St 
Julians creek R390A's and when I get done, I'll give a synopsis of the 
evolution.) The power supply in this had been converted by the government 
to solid state with no dropping resistor and I wanted to reconvert it back 
to hollow state. However, I felt this presented an excellent opportunity to 
try this experiment per the recommendation in HSN. There really wasn't much 
to make the change as new tube sockets had to be installed anyway. End 
result, seems to work just fine and supposedly will draw less current and 
have a higher b+ rating. The only downer is that the tubes are slightly 
taller than the the 2625's but still not quite tall enough to interfere. I 
wouldn't go so far as to recommend changing 2625's to 6V4's but if one has a 
solid state PS or the 26Z5's become unobtainium down the road, this will 
sure fill the bill. If you don't have a copy of the HSN, just send me a SASE 
to the below address and I will send a copy of the suggestion back to you. 
I'm sort of hesitant to even admit that I tried this given that 26Z5's are 
still available from several sources, but hopefully those purists will 
understand the experimental nature of this venture specially when the tube 
sockets have to be put back in anyway. 


If anyone is thinking about getting into one of these disasters and likes 
a big challenge, I wish I could offer a good suggestion. It would seem that 
as long as the price is right, you can get some replacement parts from 
George Rancort or Fair and probably be ok. I have to admit, I think I am 
very lucky on this one, so far not too many surprises and its starting to 
look nice and seems to be quite sensitive on the two bands I have played 
around with.

Jeffrey Herman wrote:

This question is a prime example of comparing apples to oranges. What 
it appears to actually ask is why are AM/CW transmitters rated by output 
power and SSB transmitters rated in output power. The answer is - 
they are not although many hams seem to speak about them utilizing such 
terms. They are rated in both input and output but certain types of 
amplifiers are rated by power in and others power out because the inputs 
(and the outputs) vary so widely as to give a poor picture of its 
rating. For instance a Class C amplifier (normal service for AM/CW 
transmitters) has a steady input (and output) as long as it receives an 
input signal. On the other hand Class A, B, AB vary from Zero 
input/output with no driving power to full input/output when driven 
fully. 


When the FCC first established standards of power for use in the 
amateur service, it varied from output ratings like those in commercial 
service for two reasons. First, the standards for commercial service 
were more precise in that the EXACT impedance of the antenna must be 
known an maintained, and output power is measured in watts calculated by 
measuring the antenna current across that impedance. Amateur antennas 
were, by definition, experimental in nature with widely varying feed 
impedance and no specific necessity to maintain it at a given value. 

For this reason FCC decided to measure amateur station power by 
measuring input power to the final amplifier. 


This was all well and good with AM/CW stations but created confusion 
when SSB began to become common at which time FCC modified its 
measurement standard to include a term called Peak Input Power (PEP) 
for such operation. This PEP standard created much confusion as to how 
to measure it among amateurs. Some actually thought they were supposed 
to measure Average power which was something completely different. At 
an rate, with the advent of reliable instruments to measure Line Watts 
on reasonably stable antenna loads, the FCC placed amateur service on 
the same level as commercial services: measured output power. 


So why the differences? Old AMers spoke of input power and SSBers 
spoke of PEP also as Input power. All transmitters were rated by Input 
power until the FCC changed the measurement to Output power. Since SSB 
and A, AB, B amplifiers have been in use almost completely in amateur 
rigs since the Output power standard has been established, that's how 
modern transmitters are rated. The point here is that the common usage 
of Input or Output ratings has more to do with the age of the equipment 
when that measurement was standard rather than its type.
